A SUPERMARKET 
plan which could 
bring hundreds of 
jobs to Newmarket 
has split opinion in 
the town. 

Views are divided 
over the proposed 
Morrisons project after 
more detailed plans 
for the store were 
presented to the town 
council. 

Newmarket College 
principal Bob Cadwalladr 
voiced concern over the 
store, which would be next 
to the school. 

He said: “We are actually 
quite concerned about the 
potential negative impact 
of the development. We 
would end up with lots of 
concerns and lots of issues 
to deal with without 
getting any positives.” 

He said the college is set 
to grow next year, and, in 
addition to the twice-daily 
school traffic and the flow 
of people visiting the 
leisure centre, a 
supermarket’s traffic 
would be of concern in 
terms of traffic flow and 
safety. 

He added a roundabout 
would mean another busy 
interchange and drivers 
could be tempted to use 
the college as a cut- 
through. Mr Cadwalladr 
also felt the supermarket 
could pose a distraction for 
students. 

Sara Beckett of Save 
Historic Newmarket said 
the convenience of the 
supermarket would mean 
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fewer shoppers looked to 
the high street for the 
comparison goods the 
supermarket hopes to sell. 

Graham Cosgrove, 
development director at 
Simons, the would-be 
developers, said they 
envisage a 49,000sq ft 
supermarket and a car 
park with 235 spaces on 
the old gasworks site in 
Exning Road, which would 
be accessed by a 
roundabout installed 
opposite the entrance to 
the hospital. 

He estimated 

Newmarket’s existing 
Tesco measured in at 
55,000sq ft. This size store, 
he said, would employ 
between 275 and 350 part- 
time and full-time staff. 

Simons have no current 
plans to install a 
pedestrian crossing, but 
they are looking to put 
pedestrian refuges in 
place. 

Some decontamination 
work on the site has been 
carried out, and the issue 
will be addressed by 
Simons if it is permitted to 
develop the site. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said: 
“It’s bigger than I thought if 
it’s nearly as big as the 
town Tesco. That is a good 
size.” 

He said that a new store 
would provide greater 
choice for Newmarket 
residents. 

“It’s going to be a very 
interesting summer,” he 
added.

Fresh appeal over 
future of libraries 
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COUNCILLORS involved in 
determining the future of 
Suffolk's libraries have 
recommended the cabinet 
continues to listen to 
suggestions from local 
communities. 

Suffolk County Council’s 
scrutiny committee met at 
Endeavour House on Tuesday, 
June 14, to examine the council’s 
review of the libraries service. 

The evidence gathering 
session saw the committee meet 
with parties involved in the 
council’s consultation over the 
future of the county’s libraries, 
including campaigners, those 
who have expressed an interest 
in running a library, senior 
officers and the councillor

responsible for libraries. 

Members of the public were 
also given the opportunity to 
express their views in an unusual 


move which allowed attendees to 
raise issues which had not already 
been discussed in the meeting. 

The committee has assembled 
a series of 10 recommendations, 
including advice that consid¬ 
eration continue to be given to 
ideas from communities on how 
services could be run. 

The committee also gave its 
opinion that the distinction 
between county and community 
libraries outlined in the council’s 
consultation paper is not a 
reasonable basis for policy. 

It recommended the council 
should be clear with communities 
about the issues those interested 
in running the libraries were likely 
to raise, including staffing and 
legal matters, and the committee 
advised the council to clarify the 
role of mobile libraries. 

The recommendations will 
inform the council cabinet’s initial 
decisions on the future of Suffolk’s 
library service, which will be 


taken in July. 

Colin Hart, chairman of the 
council’s scrutiny committee, 
said: “I would like to thank all the 
witnesses and members of the 
public who took the time and 
trouble to come and tell the 
committee of their concerns over 
the future of Suffolk’s libraries. 

“This was a valuable exercise in 
scrutinising an issue before 
decisions are taken and I hope 
and expect our recommendations 
will make a positive contribution 
to the new policy that is being 
developed.” 

Judy Terry, the council’s cabinet 
member responsible for libraries, 
said: “I am extremely grateful for 
the comments from committee 
members, representatives of 
various campaign groups and 
those who have submitted bids. 

“We’re continuing to listen and 
will base future policy on 
exhaustive consultation with the 
people of Suffolk.”

Council surges ahead 
in survey on recycling 


RECYCLING figures show a 
large discrepancy between the 
levels of waste being binned in 
Forest Heath and East 
Cambridgeshire on the eve of 
the latter’s major waste service 
review. 

In 2009/10, Forest Heath District 
Council took 69th place out of 325 
waste collection authorities in England 
with 45.17 per cent of its households’ 
waste sent for recycling, re-use or 
compost. 

But nearby East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) has lagged 
behind, with only 36.8 per cent of its 
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household waste meeting that end in 
2009/10, leaving it in 178th place in the 
table of English waste collection 
authorities. 

ECDC’s provisional figures for 
2010/11 place the percentage at 37.03. 

A spokeswoman for Forest Heath 
District Council said the council’s 
three-bin system provided an easy way 
to reduce landfill waste, and school and 
group visits help spread the word about 
recycling. 

She said: “We are very proud of our 


recycling record, but it is the residents 
who deserve credit - they are the ones 
to fill their blue recycling bins.” 

ECDC is preparing to review its 
current waste collection and street 
cleansing services before its contract 
with Veolia Environmental Services 
expires in 2015. 

To comply with EU directives, ECDC 
must reintroduce recycling of plastic by 
2015, and achieve a achieving a 
recycling rate of 50 per cent by 2020. 

The council could provide services 
jointly with neighbouring councils, but, 
to align its services with these councils 
which all collect refuse on alternate 
weeks only, ECDC could have to give 


up its weekly black sack collections or 
retain them at an extra cost. 

ECDC will also investigate options 
including re-letting to a commercial 
waste contractor, extending its contract 
with Veolia, and providing the service 
in house. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of the 
community and environment sub¬ 
committee at ECDC, said: “We know we 
have a number of challenges to meet 
from improving our recycling rate from 
just over 37 per cent to reintroducing 
plastic recycling collection by 2015. 

“These are all issues which we plan 
to deliver with our new contract.”

JOBSEEKERS are scrambling 
for work at another business in 
Newmarket as high numbers 
continue to apply for vac¬ 
ancies in the town. 

Just weeks after the Weekly 
News reported more than 1,500 
people applied for 60 jobs at 
the new Premier Inn in Fred 
Archer Way, another New¬ 
market employer has found 
itself inundated with applic¬ 
ations, this time for two part-

Between Monday, June 13, 
when the search was launched, 
and Monday, June 20, the Pizza 
Express restaurant in High 
Street received 25 applications 
for the posts of waiter, and four 
for the position of chef.

A 
poster advertising the three 
vacancies is currently dis¬ 
played in the restaurant’s 
window. 

Mr Coppola, 26, moved from 


the Jesus Lane branch of Pizza 
Express in Cambridge city 
centre just a fortnight ago. 

He said that when they had 
been looking for staff for the 
Cambridge branch about a 
month ago, the level of 
response to their advert had 
been comparable to the 
response they have received in 
Newmarket - even though 
Cambridge is much bigger. 

He said: “Newmarket is quite 
popular at the moment. I 


moved in from Cambridge five 
years ago and there were not 
so many people on the street.

IT could be all change at 
the top of Newmarket’s 
High Street as a long¬ 
standing cafe hopes to 
switch places with a fish 
bar.

July J998, but a mixture of 
professional and per¬ 
sonal reasons has per¬ 
suaded him to call it a 
day. 

He added it was not 
easy for cafes like his to 
compete in Newmarket 
because many of the 
town’s pubs now sell 
breakfasts. 

But Mr Kirwan was 
positive about the pros¬ 
pect of an established 
business taking over the 
premises. 

He said: “I will be sad to 
leave but I have had great 
years here - nice people 
and I could not recom¬ 
mend a nicer town to live 
in.” 

Hassan Akdogan, 
owner of two Rumbles 
Fish Bars in Mildenhall 
and East Harling in 
Norfolk, is hoping to add 
the Newmarket shop to 
his portfolio. 

The shop would sell 
fish and chips, sausages 
and kebabs. 

Mr Akdogan, who lives 
in East Harling, said: “We 
would like to be here, we 
are excited, it’s quite a 
busy town.” 

The move would see 
the number of full-time 
staff rise from two to 
three, and two new part- 
time members of staff 
employed at the shop. 

At a meeting of New¬ 
market Town Council on 
Monday, councillors 
voiced no objections to 
the proposal to the 
change of use for the 
property from a cafe to a 
takeaway, provided the 
switch is approved by the 
listed buildings officer, 
because the planning 
application would affect 
the setting of a nearby 
listed building.

She said: “If we were going 
down to play and she needed 
the toilet, we would have to go 
home, we can’t make a dash 
home, it takes her a while to 
walk back. 

“It’s inconvenient not 


having a convenience.” 

But, Cllr Humphries said 
they would not be deterred, 
and would re-open as soon as 
possible. He said: “It’s sad, it’s 
just more cost at the public 
expense for the facilities for 
people to use.” 

The parish council had paid 
for the work, and the group of 
eight mums established a rota 
to open, close and tidy the 
toilets during the summer - 
and they are looking for more 
helpers. 

Members of the Cheveley 
Pavilion Working Party have 
also rallied in to clean up the 
nearby recycling area.

Cash claim victory 
for pothole driver

AN Exning pensioner is 
to receive a payout 
from Cambridgeshire 
County Council 
months after he 
claimed his car was 
damaged by a pothole. 

Charles Ayres, 78, has been 
pursuing his claim with the 
council ever since the sump 
of his car was damaged by a 
hole in an unclassified road in 
Lode in November. 

Oil from the Ford Mondeo 
spilled out onto the road and 
repairs to the vehicle cost him 
£400. 

He called the council, 
involved his MP, Matthew 
Hancock, and when the claim

was rejected, he took his case 
to the ombudsman. It 
appeared nothing could be 
done, but the pensioner 
refused to give up. 

Mr Ayres, of Burwell Road 
in Exning, maintains he 
would have taken his case 
even higher, and would have 
considered legal action 


against the council had it not 
paid out. 

He was telephoned again 
by the ombudsman, who 
invited him to meet council 
representatives at the site on 
Wednesday, Tune 6 and, as a 
result of the additional 
information which came to 
light during the visit, the 
council agreed to reconsider 
the claim. 

Mr Ayres received a tele¬ 
phone call on Monday, Tune 
13 to tell him the council 
would foot the bill. 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
said: “As a result of new 
information which came to 
light during a site meeting 
between Mr Ayres and 
highways engineers, we have 
looked again at his claim and 
feel able to settle it.” 

Mr Ayres said he thought 


justice had been done and 
added that he had never 
doubted the truth of his 
claim. 

He said: “If I said to you 
'pop down and see the road’, I 
am sure you would get out of 
your car and say that’s a road 
and a half, it was more like a 
boat than a roadway because 
it’s so up and down." 

“I know deep down the 
incident was not through 
speed. It was not through lack 
of knowledge - I have been 
driving for well over 30 years.” 

Close to the dip which 
caused the damage, he said, 
the route takes a sharp turn to 
the left, so the road could not 
have been taken at speed. 

Despite the success of his 
claim, he said the state of the 
road remains a concern to 
him.

I T’S back, and 
this time the 
iconic balloons 
are birthday ones.

Banger firm makes salt blunder 


THE producer of Newmarket’s 
famous sausages has wrongly 
made the top spot in a list of 
shame detailing sausages’ high 
levels of salt. 

Musk’s Newmarket Sausages 
and Gluten Free Newmarket 
Sausages ranked first and joint- 
second place respectively on the 
Consensus Action on Salt and 
Health (CASH) result table for 
salt content out of 300 sausages, 
which was published last Friday. 

Musk’s advertises the sodium 
content of its sausages, and the 
company believed this figure also 
described the salt content. 


However, salt content is 
actually calculated by multi¬ 
plying a product’s sodium 
content by 2.5 per cent. 

While the Newmarket Saus¬ 
ages’ salt content is actually lg 
per lOOg of sausage, and their 
gluten free variety is 0.9g per 
lOOg, the products’ salt content 
was calculated as 2.5g and 2.3g 
respectively on the basis of the 
incorrect sodium figure. 

This would have meant two 
Newmarket Sausages provided 
3.2g of salt - more than half the 
recommended daily maximum of 
6g- 

Chris Sheen, managing 


director of Musk’s, said: “I feel 
humiliated in a way - we made a 
mistake. 

“We have been incorrectly 
claiming it on our packs for the 
last 15 years. 

“Our products are incredibly 
low in salt, they get the flavour 
from the spices.” 

The CASH survey found 
Richmond Skinless Sausages 
contain 2.3g salt per lOOg of 
sausage, and found only seven of 
the 246 meat sausages surveyed 
contained less salt than a 34.5g 
packet of Walkers Ready Salted 
Crisps, which contains 0.5g of 
salt.

Ellen’s the peak of perfection 


at six weeks old, she was finally 
allowed home. 

From that moment on, her health 
went from strength to strength. 

It was while a pupil at King’s School 
Ely that Ellen first considered training 
as a doctor. 

“I absolutely loved being at King’s; I 
still miss it now,” she laughs. “I 
wanted to go into medicine for a long 
time, since I was really quite young.” 

Going on to do five years at 
medical school, Ellen says her time 
seconded to the neonatal ward was 
life-changing: her long-term 
ambition is now to specialise in 
special baby care. 

Knowing she would have a gap in 
her schedule this May (between 
finishing med school and starting her 
first job, at a hospital in Leicester), 
Ellen decided it was the perfect 
opportunity to set about the 16-peak 
challenge, A Peak for a Week. 

On the very first day, she and the 
rest of the team had planned to scale 
the highest peak of them all, Scafell 
Pike at 978 metres. 

“We’d all done quite a lot of hiking 
before, so we thought, even though it 
would be tough, the challenge would 
be achievable,” she says. 

“That first day turned out to be one 
of the scariest. The weather was 
absolutely awful. 

“We got a fair distance up and then 
the conditions just became too 
dangerous and we had to turn back; 
other people were going past us, back 
down the mountain, saying ‘Don’t 
carry on - it’s awful’.” 

Throughout their expedition, the 
team had radio contact with a 
support vehicle, driven by friend 
Peter Miles, from St Neots. The 
weather was far from kind, with thick 
fog, high winds and even hail 
blighting their climbs. 

While Ellen says her biggest 
challenge was ascending that scree 
slope, brother John, 22, says day five - 
climbing both Great Gable (899m) 
and Pillar (892m) in one day, when 
already exhausted - was ‘really tough’. 

“Getting to the bottom of one peak 
and knowing you’ve got to climb 


another before you can go home isn’t 
easy,” agrees Tim. 

All the team say eating sufficient 
calories was tricky too. 

“I never want to see another Mars 
bar again,” laughs Ellen. “The guys 
had to take on 6,000 calories a day 
and I was on 5,000. 

“If any one of us hadn’t eaten for a 
while, one of the team would say 
‘Come on, you should eat’ - we had 
to, to keep our energy levels up.” 

Ellen says she couldn’t have 
contemplated the eight-day 
endurance challenge without the 
other members of the team. 

“If one of us got tired or down, the 
others would pick us up again. It was 
very much a team effort.” 

Thanks to the poor weather 
conditions, the climbers didn’t even 
have the promise of a stunning view 
to spur them to the summits. 

“A lot of the time it was like 
climbing into dense cloud. When we 
finally got to the top of Scafell Pike, at 
the second attempt, we literally 
couldn’t see a thing.” 

Though running a day behind 
schedule, Ellen and the boys pressed 
on and still managed to conquer all 
16 peaks in only eight days. 

“When we finished, the first thing 
we did was go to a pub for a meal,” 
she says. “Tim and Ben were so 
hungry they each ordered - and ate - 
two whole main courses ...” 

Between them, the team have 
already raised in excess of £2,000, but 
their target is to reach £5,000. 

“A lot of people said we were crazy 
to attempt A Peak for a Week,” 
continues Ellen. “But we’re hoping 
that now we’ve proved it’s possible, 
that we could do it, more people will 
make a donation.” 

“As I know, premature birth can 
affect any family,” adds Ellen, “and I 
would encourage anyone to support 
Bliss. Thanks to the care they provide 
there can be a lot more happy 
endings like mine.”

Ellen spent weeks battling for 
life after being born 
prematurely. Now the newly- 
qualified doctor has scaled 16 
peaks in just eight 
days to raise cash for a baby 
charity. Here she talks to Alice 
Ryan. 


S ITTING on a vertiginous 
scree slope, half-way up a 
mountain, Ellen Brogan 
was wet, tired and totally 
terrified. In the middle of the 
challenge of a lifetime - to 
scale 16 peaks in just eight 
days - the 24-year-old was on 
the verge of quitting. 

“I sat down on a rock and thought 
‘That’s it. I’m never getting off this 
mountain. In fact, I’m never going to 
move again’,” she admits. “It was so 
steep and so slippery; I didn’t want to 
go up and I couldn’t go down... I was 
absolutely petrified.” 

But one thought spurred Ellen on: 
the knowledge that she was raising 
both cash and awareness for the 
premature baby charity Bliss. 

The cause couldn’t be closer to 
Ellen’s heart. Herself born 
dangerously premature, the first 
weeks of her life were a battle: tiny, 
weak and with fragile lungs which 
kept collapsing, doctors feared she 
would die. 

“I was one of the lucky ones,” Ellen 
explains. “I survived and I’ve gone on 
to live a normal, happy, healthy life: 
the only thing I’ve been left with are a 
few scars from the chest drains. 

“I’ve just finished medical school 
and, while I was training, elected to 
work in a neonatal unit; I wanted to 
go back to the place where my life 
started, in a way. It was an amazing, 
inspirational place. 

“The first time I saw a baby being 
resuscitated it was frightening, but 


uplifting too, because that baby’s life 
was saved. I knew I wanted to do 
something myself to help all the other 
babies born too soon, too small or 
too sick - so that’s how we came to 
climb the 16 peaks.” 

These days, thanks to medical 
advances, babies born up to 16 weeks 
premature can survive; Ellen decided 
to climb a mountain for each week of 
pregnancy those babies miss out on. 

Joined by her brother John and 
friends Tim and Ben Colwill, the team 
spent almost a year planning and 
training and then, last month, headed 
up to a very damp and foggy Lake 
District to start climbing. 

Aiming to raise £5,000 for Bliss, as 
well as drawing public attention to 
the charity, Ellen admits it was a long, 
hard slog. 

“It was absolutely worth it, 
though,” she adds. “We all knew we 
were doing it for a vital cause. One in 
every nine babies in the UK is born 
premature or sick - that’s more than 
80,000 every year.” 

Looking back at photographs of her

her birth. picture: cp 


newborn self - a tiny little scrap in an 
incubator, covered in wires and tubes 
- Ellen admits it’s hard to believe that 
baby is actually her. 

“My mum had only just taken 
maternity leave when I arrived 
unexpectedly, eight weeks early. I was 
41b which, by today’s standards, is a 
really good weight for a premature 
baby - but that was in 1986; medicine 
has advanced a lot since then. I know 
it was touch and go for at least the 
first 48 hours. My mum had a 
caesarean and wasn’t well enough to 
come and see me, so she asked the 
nurses if they could take a picture, 
but I was too poorly even to have my 
photo taken. 

“I had three pheumothoraces - 
when the lung collapses. It was a very 
frightening time for my parents. My 
dad was there on one occasion when 
the doctors were struggling to 
stabilise me and he was very scared I 
wouldn’t pull through.” 

Ellen, who comes from Aldreth, 
spent her first weeks in the incubator, 
on drips and a ventilator; eventually, 
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Man’s death 
was ‘not a 
cry for help’ 


A STABLEHAND who was found 
hanged from railings had been 
“unhappy and not himself”, an 
inquest heard. 

Daniel Daw, 49, had orange baling 
twine around his neck when he was 
found hanging over a canal running along 
The Watercourse, Newmarket, just before 
10.30pm on April 13. 

At an inquest in Bury St Edmunds last 
Friday, a verdict of suicide was recorded 
by Dr Peter Green, coroner for Suffolk. 

Mr Daw, of Howard De Walden Way, 
Newmarket, was a work rider at Darley 
Stud Management and had been living in 
the town for about three years. 

In a statement read out at the inquest 
Dc Andrew Barker, from Suffolk police, 
described how Mr Daw had been found. 

Dr Green said: “He had been at the New 
Astley Club that evening. He left and was 
found hanging a short while later and 
discovered by someone who knew him. 

“A statement from Ian Spinks, deputy 
manager at the New Astley Club, said he 
had served Mr Daw four or five pints of 
lager. He said he seemed quiet and down 
and that he had difficulties recently. 

“He said he had been unhappy and not 
himself over the past few days.” 

Trevor Pollitt, a work colleague of Mr 
Daw, told police he had seen Danny on 
the “yellow brick road” - as The

Watercourse is known locally - with 
baling twine. In a statement he said: “He 
was twiddling it and when he saw me 
coming he put it in his jacket pocket.” 

The inquest heard Mr Daw left the club, 
in Fred Archer Way, at about 9.30pm and 
soon after Kevin McEvoy, a friend of his, 
banged on the window to the club 
“sobbing”. 

He ran with Mr Spinks to The Water¬ 
course where a number of people were 
trying to resuscitate Mr Daw. 

Four paramedics attempted to revive 
him on an ambulance trolley in the street 
but he was declared dead at the scene at 
10.35pm. 

Born in Fiverpool, Mr Daw moved to 
the country from New Zealand and leaves 
a wife, Yolanda Bernardino Daw, who 
lives in the Philippines. 

A statement from police said the death 
was not suspicious and post mortem 
results state the cause of death was 
hanging. 

Giving his verdict, Dr Green said Mr 
Daw’s “very sad death was not a cry for 
help”. 

He said: “It appears that he did 
understand the outcome of these actions. 
It does appear that he took his own life.” 


‘Don’t suffer in silence’ 


RACING Welfare is 
encouraging workers not 
to suffer in silence after 
the death of Daniel Daw, 
the seventh recorded 
suicide of someone in the 
racing industry in 
Newmarket since 2003. 

Terri Griffiths, head of 
welfare at the charity, 
said not every suicide is a 
direct result of the tough 
racing industry - but 
help is out there to help 
riders and yard workers 
to deal with the everyday 
pressures of their hectic 
lifestyle. 

Mrs Griffiths said: 
“About six years ago 
nationally there were 11 
suicides in one year - 


since then we have done 
so much work. We did a 
lot of research into the 
reasons behind these 
deaths and drink and 
drugs were behind a lot 
of them.” 

Riders and stable 
hands can have an 
isolated life which 
involves working long 
unsociable hours, 
making it hard to 
establish relationships 
and lead what most 
people call a normal life, 
said Mrs Griffiths. 

Racing Welfare has a 
team of four officers who 
deal with harm red¬ 
uction, addiction support 
and advice. 


Three years ago a 24- 
hour-a-day helpline was 
set up by the charity 
which is manned by 
welfare officers. 

Mrs Griffiths said: “We 
want people to be aware 
that we are here to help 
and that we understand. 
It’s a really tough 
industry and we know 
exactly what it is like. 

“We’re about encou¬ 
raging workers to 
recognise it [addiction] in 
themselves and they can 
come to us to see what 
options are available.”

A MAN from Swaffham 
Bulbeck is determined to 
show he is as fit as ever for 
his 50th birthday by taking 
part in a gruelling tri¬ 
athlon.

“All of the people who responded said 
that visits were arranged at a time suited to 
their needs, and almost everyone said that 
they felt they could contact the team when 
they have a problem.” 

The survey also revealed the range of 
activities the team can help with, ranging 
from DIY, social activity and leisure to help 
accessing GPs, laundry and cleaning. 

The activities used most by 
respondents, cited by more than half, were 
managing mental health, transport and 
shopping.

Comedian tells tales 
from a terrifying trek 



Mark Thomas: Extreme 
Rambling (Walking The 
Wall), The Junction, 

June 28 

N 2009, with just a 
backpack, boots and a 
cameraman, Mark 
Thomas - rambler, activist 
and comedian - set off on 
an unusual mission: to 
walk the entire length of 
the Israeli Separation 
Barrier. 

Sleeping in barns and garages 
along the way, and encountering 
several “mildly terrifying” 
encounters with the Israeli army, 
it certainly wasn’t your average 
weekend pup-to-pub potter. So 
what made him do it? 

“Everyone from Obama to 
Osama mentions Palestine and 
the West Bank, and I felt I didn’t 
know enough,” he explains. 
“Walking and talking is a great 
way to discover things. And part 
of the reason for doing the show 
was to engage people in these 
issues.” 

Thomas discusses his Middle 
Eastern experience in his latest 
show, Extreme Rambling 
(Walking The Wall), which returns 
to The Junction next week. 

“This was my first time in the 
Middle East. Every day was 
incredibly intense; we were 
detained by the Israeli army on 


our very first day But I also 
noticed how beautiful a place it 
is. The land is incredibly fertile. 

“People are showing you 
round groves of tangerines, and 
there are tortoises sitting on 
grass verges as soldiers scream 
at you. The place is full of irony.” 


The wall, which encircles 
300,000 Palestinians, was built 
in 2003 in the hope of containing 
Palestinian terrorism. It is 
patrolled by Israeli Army Police, 
who control the only exits. 

This may sound rather serious 
for a stand-up show, but, as 


Thomas explains: “The comedy 
is in the stories. I go on a walk 
then come back and tell the 
stories. Some of them are funny, 
some are pretty extreme - but if 
anyone expects Michael 
McIntyre Live at the Apollo, get 
your refund.”

The big film 


THE BEAVER

THE trials of Mel Gibson, whose 
rants to an ex-girlfriend were 
caught on tape last year, seem like 
a curious case of life imitating art 
in this blackly humorous tale of a 
middle aged man’s emotional 
breakdown. 

Hopefully, lingering controversy 
won’t overshadow Jodie Foster’s 
third film behind the camera - her 
most assured effort to date. 

Based on a script by Kyle Killen, 
The Beaver sensitively deals with 
themes of mental illness, suicide 
and self-belief, plumbing some 
very dark nooks of the humans 
psyche as the characters come to 
terms with their failings. 

Foster treads carefully around the 
thorny subject matter, tempering 
occasional sentimentality with 
spiky humour and tearful 
recriminations. 

Her ensemble cast rises to the 
challenge magnificently, anchored 
by a mesmerising performance 
from Gibson who performs almost 
the entire film with a glove puppet 
on his hand, alternating between 
his character’s softly spoken voice 
and the guttural Cockney growl of 
the stuffed animal. 

In other hands - pun intended - 
the double act of man and critter 
would be preposterous but there 



is a fearlessness to Gibson’s 
portrayal that compels us to see 
the world through his weary eyes. 
Businessman Walter Black 
(Gibson) presides over a toy 
company which desperately 
needs one innovative product to 
revive its ailing fortunes. 

While the VP (Cherry Jones) holds 
the business together, Walter self- 
implodes with depression, making 
life unbearable for his wife 
Meredith (Jodie Foster), teenage 
son Porter (Anton Yelchin) and 


youngest boy Henry (Riley 
Thomas Stewart). 

Eventually, Meredith is forced to 
kick out her husband, hoping he 
will get professional help. 
Following a failed suicide attempt, 
Walter returns to the homestead 
with a beaver glove puppet, 
through which he addresses the 
family as part of a bizarre form of 
therapy. 

Porter is furious. “It takes you 
years to get him out of here then 
you let him come back the next 
night with a talking hamster?” he 
rages at his mother. 

Meanwhile at school, Porter tries 
to impress the smartest girl in his 
class, Norah (Jennifer Lawrence). 
The Beaver sounds ridiculous yet 
on the screen, Foster, Gibson and 
co make this dysfunctional family 
snapshot work surprisingly well. 
Killen’s script glitters with some 
lovely turns of phrase (“Walter’s 
ink that stains everything it 
touches”) and we come to invest 
almost as much emotion in the 
beaver as Walter. 

A tasteful sex scene, with the 
puppet in attendance, ends with a 
hilarious image. 

Yelchin and Oscar nominee 
Lawrence are an attractive pairing 
and bring out the grief and self- 
loathing that propels their 
teenagers on the path to 
redemption.

Ten tips to help save water

I ’m sure many of us basked in the glorious spring 
sunshine earlier this year, but beds, borders and 
pots were drying up before our eyes. 

Now, after one of the driest springs on record, some 
areas are in a state of a drought, raising fears of a 
possible accompanying hosepipe ban. 

The Environment Agency has said that East Anglia 
is an area of concern. Other regions may escape 
drought status, but we all need to do our bit to save 
what water we do have. 

The Environment Agency advises householders not 
to let water run to waste while waiting for it to get hot. 
Collect it and use it to water your plants. Similarly, 
collect the running water in your shower before getting 
in. 

Use water-retaining crystals when planting up 
container plants and invest in a water butt which you 
can put under a drainpipe or other suitable gully and 
re-use the water in your garden. 

The Royal Horticultural society has come up with 
10 tips to help save water this summer: 

1. Use waste water from washing-up or rinsing 
vegetables for watering, as normal amounts of 
household soaps and detergents will not harm soil or 
plants. 

2. Let your lawns go brown. They will recover when 
the rains return. Newly-sown and turfed lawns will

require a lot of watering to be successful, so leave 
sowing or turfing until the autumn. Lawn seed 
companies are breeding deeper-rooted grasses that 
hopefully will stay green for longer. These will be 
worth considering, particularly in drier regions. 

3. Vegetables need moist soils to give their best. 
Water them at key growth stages. The response to 
water is especially marked when sweetcom, peas and 
beans begin to flower, when the edible part of lettuces 
begins to form and when potatoes show flower buds, 


which initiate plenty of tubers. Most herbs are robust 
and better flavoured for a little drought. Digging in 
organic matter in winter can enable soils to hold 
enough water for crops to keep going for a month with 
no rain. 

4. Mature trees, shrubs and climbers, hedges, fruit 
trees and bushes will not need watering during a 
drought. However, newly-planted trees, shrubs and 
climbers are extremely vulnerable and it is difficult to 
ensure the water applied at the surface works its way 


down to the roots. Don’t leave hoses running all night 
- the water will either saturate the roots and possibly 
kill them or it will drain deeply below the root zone. 
Water should always be applied over the surface so it 
soaks the rootball and surrounding soil. 

5. Fruit may remain small if not watered, but it 
should be sweet and well coloured. Cane fruit and 
strawberries will benefit by keeping the soil moist 
every two weeks. In future, adding mulches in winter 
will help improve the soil and retain more moisture. 

6. In sunny summers install greenhouse and 
conservatory shading and ventilation to limit 
overheating and invest in a min-max thermometer. 

7. By grouping pots, ideally in clusters of similar 
size, watering is made easier and moisture loss 
reduced. Mass pots for mutual shading and use the 
largest pots possible. As days lengthen and the sun 
rises, more plants, especially large-leaved ones, can be 
gathered in shadier areas. A saucer beneath the pot to 
retain run-off helps. 

8. Don’t dig new ground in summer if you can avoid 
it, as digging soil allows any remaining moisture to 
escape. Hoe off weeds as shallowly as you can, loosen 
soil with a fork and ‘puddle’ plants into the soil, adding 
a little liquid fertiliser. Adding nutrients helps plants 
make the best use of what moisture there is by 
encouraging extensive root growth. 

9. Establishing new plants in borders during dry 
times can be difficult. Instead, pot them into slightly 
bigger pots and keep well watered and fed in light 
shade until the autumn planting season arrives. 

10. Early summer perennials, irises for example, 
will survive on moisture left in the soil from winter. 
Give late summer perennials such as phlox one good 
watering in the summer as plants begin to flower, 
which should be enough. In the longer term, consider 
planting drought-resistant species in your borders such 
as grasses, Mediterranean-type shrubs such as thymes 
or phlomis, or sedums and other plants with spiky or 
succulent leaves.

GOLDIE Sayers produced the 
third-best performance of her 
career on Saturday to get a 
valuable second place in the Spar 
European Team Championships 
in Sweden. 

On the first day of competition, 
the 28-year-old javelin star who 
grew up in Newmarket, donned a 
Great Britain vest for the first time 
in a year and maintained her 
early-season form. 

While many disciplines in 
Stockholm were without the 
leading protagonists in the world 
this year, the same could not be 
said about the women’s javelin 
where three of the top four were in 
action, Germany’s Christine 
Obergfoll setting a world leading 
mark of 66.22m to win. 

Sayers had been second until the 
final round after a season’s best 
64.31m, but Olympic champion 
Barbara Spotakova overtook the 
Cambridge-based athlete with 
64.40m to take second. 


However, Sayers demonstrated 
she was back to her competitive 
best after injury with her final 
effort, launching the javelin to 
64.46m - her third longest throw 
after the 65.75m in the Beijing 
Olympics final in 2008 and 65.05m 
at the Loughborough International 
in 2007. 

‘After some ups and downs it is 
brilliant to be back in a British vest 
and performing well,” she said. 
“There’s still lots more to improve 
on. 

“It was a very pleasing 
performance but I’m even more 
pleased with my response and 
attitude today. 

“Obviously to beat the world 
record holder, Olympic champion 
and Olympic silver medallist is not 
a bad day’s work after quite a 
difficult year.”

Nathaniel a 
Leger doubt 

CONNECTIONS of Nathaniel 
have warned the ante-post 
favourite for the Ladbrokes St 
Leger is far from certain to line 
up in the Doncaster Classic. 
John Gosden’s Galileo colt 
confirmed the promise of his 
narrow second to Derby 
runner-up Treasure Beach in the 
Chester Vase by running away 
with Friday’s King Edward VII 
Stakes at Royal Ascot in rain- 
softened ground. 

However, James Wigan, racing 
manager for owner Lady 
Rothschild, said: “The St Leger 
is an option, but I would say it is 
more unlikely than likely at this 
stage.” 


■ Dream Ahead is set to drop 
back in trip after pleasing 
connections on his belated 
reappearance in the St James’s 
Palace Stakes at Royal Ascot. 
Last year’s dual Group One 
victor faded in the closing 
stages to take fifth place behind 
Frankel in his first race for eight 
months. Trainer David Simcock 
was heartened by the 
performance and believes a 
slightly shorter distance with 
ease in the ground would be 
ideal for last season’s Prix 
Morny and Middle Park Stakes 
winner. Dream Ahead holds an 
entry in the July Cup at 
Newmarket. 


■ Wigmore Hall will be trained 
for a tilt at the Arlington Million 
after his delayed return from 
Singapore. 

Trainer Michael Bell said: “He 
takes all the travelling well and 
his performance in the 
Secretariat Stakes last year 
(second) suggests the Arlington 
Million could suit him.” 


THE bridesmaid finally became 
the bride on the final day of 
Royal Ascot as Society Rock 
took top honours on Saturday 
in the Golden Jubilee Stakes. 

James Fanshawe’s charge was 
just under two lengths behind 
Starspangledbanner in the six- 
furlong heat last year but had 
subsequently lost his way. 

However, the 25-1 shot made 
sure of his place in the record 
books as he handled the 
saturated ground in admirable 
style in the hands of Pat 
Cosgrave to prevail by half a 
length from Monsieur 
Chevalier. 

Aussie colt Star Witness, who 
was runner-up in the King’s 
Stand Stakes earlier in the week, 
was ridden more prominently 
on Saturday and led 
approaching the final stages. 

But racing on saturated 
ground is not his forte and he 
was mown down by Cosgrave 
on the flying Society Rock, who 
had been beaten in a conditions 
race on his most recent start. 

However, patience is a 
byword for Fanshawe, whose 
versatility has seen him win 
Champion Hurdles, staying 
races, a July Cup and seven 
previous Royal Ascot races, 
while Cosgrave has only been 
rewarded by the speed- 
merchants. 

The articulate, but often 
underused, Irishman has 
collected a Sprint Cup on 
Markab and a Nunthorpe on 
Borderlescott, but had never 
reached the Royal Ascot 
winner’s enclosure. 

“We’ve had plenty of good 
days, but they haven’t been for a 
while and this is very special,” 
said Fanshawe. 


"The straight mile at Ascot 
has been very good to us, as I’ve 
won two Royal Hunt Cups here 
as well. 

“Society Rock has been a 
slightly forgotten horse - he was 
second last year but he was 
never really right afterwards. 

“He has taken his time to fire 
this spring, but his last couple 
of pieces of work were very 
good. “It’s fantastic for Pat, and 
for his owner Simon Gibson, 


who is recovering after a fall at 
home in Exning.” 

Society Rock was only 
seventh in last year’s Darley July 
Cup, for which he is 7-1 with 
William Hill, but Fanshawe 
continued: “It all depends on 
how the horse is, as he is best 
fresh. 

“But I’d love to have another 
go at the July Cup.” 

He quickly made it a true 
red-letter day by saddling 


Deacon Blues to land the 
following Wokingham Hand¬ 
icap under Johnny Murtagh. 

“A double at Royal Ascot - 
it’s been a brilliant day,” said 
Fanshawe. 

■ Texas take to the stage on 
Friday in the second of the 
Newmarket Nights series, with 
racing starting at 6pm.

Huff’s lead Czech-ed 
by Chevy team-mate 


ROB Huff managed to keep his nose in 
front as the World Touring Car 
Championship looks set to become a 
three-way squabble among the 
Chevrolet drivers. 

The Red Lodge driver returned to 
the Czech Republic, scene of his first 
WTCC win in 2006, and left the fifth 
round in Brno with victory and a 
fourth place. 

However, his lead in the 
championship has been trimmed by 
French team-mate Yvan Muller, who 
was runner-up to Huff in the first race 
but then won the second heat. 

And with Alain Menu also picking 
up points - he was third in both races 


- the Chevrolets are proving to be the 
dominant force with more than half 
the season to go. 

Huff threw down the gauntlet at the 
first corner in race one. He took the 
outside line at the first turn and stayed 
alongside pole-sitter Muller - the man 
to beat after topping every session on 
his way to the prime place on the grid 

- and that enabled the Briton to keep 
the inside line at turn three and jump 
into the lead, where he stayed. 

He said: “I knew I had to try and 
overtake Yvan straight at the start. 

“When I was on the outside of the 
first corner I could not see what he 
was doing because of a blind spot in 


the car. But he was fair enough to give 
me enough space, and I thank him for 
that. 

“We had made some changes to the 
car after Saturday and I was a bit 
faster than him, which was enough to 
keep a safe margin and win the race.” 

It was Huff’s fifth win of the 
campaign in the highly-impressive 
Chevrolet Cruze. 

However, in race two Muller 
produced an inspired drive after 
starting eighth on the reverse grid, 
working his way on to the tail of early 
leader Tom Coronel (ROAL Motorsport 
BMW) within five laps and then 
passing him, to leave the Dutchman 


gamely fending off the Chevrolets of 
Menu and Huff. 

Huff is now 25 points clear of 
Muller with Menu a further 28 adrift 
in third. The next round is on the 
Porto street circuit in Portugal next 
month.

A STORMING finish from 
Mildenhall duo Jack Hargreaves 
and Lewis Blackbird was not 
enough to earn them a place in 
the winner-take-all National 
League Pairs final on Saturday 
night.

Buxton and Dudley with 
maximum 7-2 wins against 
them in heats 14 and 18 that 
put them briefly ahead in the 
standings of Group B.
